Monument at Ihe Stillman Run Battle 


Ground--appropriation B> Illinois 


Legislature. 


It i» a matter for thought regard ng 
the progress of civilization in this 
country to consider ibat 
less than 
j three score and ten y e a r s have parsed 
siace savages 
had possession of the 
greater portion of Northern Illinois 
and a battle was fought with Indians 
in our adjoining county. 
In our legis­ 
lature a bill has pasted toe lower 
ouse appropriating 
five thousand 
dollars for the erection of a monument 
to the martyrs of Indian ferocity in the 
early history of the state. 
The brand 
Array posts of Illinois has euaorsed the 
bill and It will undoubtedly pass. 
Illinois * an boast of many noble eons 
having offered and yielded their lives 
for their country, but her own soil has 
happily seen few sanguinary conflicts. 
It may truthfully be said that one of 
the most important engagements that 
has taken place in the state 
was that 
fought in what is now Stillman \ alley, 
Ogle county, between Major Stillman 
with his 
men and 
Black 
Hawk s 
j braves, This battle, if gauged by the 
[ numbers kilted or even engaged, was 
insignificant indeed, but if measured 
by its effect then the state has never 
known a battle so far-reaching in its 
results. 
On May 14, 1832, what is known in 
history as the “ battle of 
Stillman’s 
Bun” , took place. 
It was the opening 
event in the Black Hawk war, and was 
sea’cd with the lives of eleven white 
men. 
The whole state of Illinois was 
ablaze within a few days, and thou­ 
sands volunteered for active service in 
'crushing the Indians, whose presence 
continually terrorized the white set­ 
tlers. 
It was here Abraham Lincoln 
received his first iessons in warfare. 
Before those volunteers disbanded the 
red man was driven across the Missis­ 
sippi, and the country was thrown open 
for civilized peoples. 
All of Northern 
Illinois and Southern Wisconsin was 
profoundly affected by this movement. 
The bodies of the men who died hero­ 
ically at Stillm an’s Kun, while cover­ 
ing the retreat of their panic-stricken 
comrades, were shamelessly mutilated 
by the 
Indians, 
and left upon 
the 
ground. 
The next day they were bur­ 
ied with military honors by 2.000 sol­ 
diers who hurried from Dixon’s Kerry, 
(now Dixon i to the scene of conflict. 
Those graves remained unmarked for 
sixty-seven years, with the inevitable 
result that the exact location was fin­ 
ally lost altogether. 
In 
November, 
1899, however, a systematic search hap­ 
pily resulted In their recovery, some 
distance from the spot named by tradi­ 
tion. 
One entire skeleton was exhum­ 
ed in an aimost perfect state of preser­ 
vation, and the severed skull, with the 
buttons, the blanket, and the cavalry 
boots, told the 
pathetic story. 
The 
ocher bodies were not disturbed, but 
the limits of the whole trench were un­ 
mistakably ascertained acid marked. 
The slightly kno i or mound on wh eh 
the graves are I t . ated, within the vil 
iage of Stillman Valley, was immedi 
ately purchased through the generosity 
of local friends 
nearly $500 being sub 
scribed in & few days—and an organ! 
zation «formed named 
“ The Battle 
ground Memorial Association of Still 
man Valley. Illinois.” 
This associa 
tion has been incorporated, and holds 
the title to the land. 
The grounds 
have since been graded and beautified 
| and on last Decoration day the old flag 
for which they yielded their lives 
floated over the graves of these heroes 
for the first time since they were laid 
in the tranch in 1322. 
The local post 
of the Grand Army of the R epublic 
takes pride in honoring the memory of 
those martyrs of the ’30s as it does 
their own comrades of the MOe, who 
fought for the same loved flag. 
The Forty-Second General Assembly 
has been askeü for appropriation to 
suitably commemorate this historical 
event, which resulted in the opening 
up for peaceful settlement one of me 
finest portions of this great common­ 
wealth—tho beautiful and fertile R ock
